Tho main: witness for the prosecu- 
tion would bo a man named Poong Cheang, 
awho was a coolie cmployed'in a druggist’s 
shop at No. 117 PYoya West. He would 
tell the jury that some time about four 
o'clock invthe afternoon of 24th October ho 
went out to engage sorng coolios to carry. 
bow’ whitch -was-tying 
‘alongside the Praya to this shop at No. 
117 Prays West, Ho svent out: into thy 
street and ‘saw -twelre .cirrying coolies. 
Amongst those coolies were tha prisonerand 
thedeceased. _Poong Cheangengaged theso 
twelve meu to carry, the. cargo from this 
boat to the shop. I would appear thor. 
were on the boxt over one hundred pack- 
ages tu bo unladen and cartied.to the shop, 
and that at firet everything went smootlily. 
After ‘a certaif quantity of packages had 
been taken out of the boat, some verbal 
dispute, some wrangling words eecur- 
red botweon tho prixonur and the 
deceased, and, according to Poong Cheang, 
almost immediately afterwards tho pri- 
soner, who had a bamboo in’ his 
hand, struck the deceased a heavy blow 
svupon the top of the head, and the deceased 
nt once fell down on the ground practically 
in: an uncouscions canditiuon.
